Local Board 
Hears Safety 


Talks Friday 


“Holding their first meeting, members 
of the board of directors of the Albany 
Traffic Safety Council gathered last 
Friday night at Scheik’s to listen to an 
address by Frank Cox, former head of 
the similar group in Berkeley, and now 
a member of the speakers’ bureau of 
the Berkeley Chamber of Commerce. 

Presenting specific instances where 
cities throughout the United States 
had definitely reduced their accident 
and death rates, Cox offered a number 
of suggestions for Albany to adopt along 
such lines. 

The three most dangerous intersec- 
tions in Albany, it was pointed out by 
Officer Frank Davis of the local de- 
partment, are Solano and San Pablo, 
Marin and Santa Fe, and Pomona ana 
Portland Avenues. 

Asked about the commonest viola- 
tion, Officer Davis declared that this 
consisted of the driver who, when with-} 
in 45 feet of a traffic signal, speeds up 
his car in an attempt to get across. 
Because of the five-second caution 
light this is an unnecessary action, he 
explained, also pointing out the re- 
sult of having an officer stationed at an 
intersection during the day to arrest 
these violators. In his own case, sta- 
tioned at Solano and San Pablo Ave- 
nues, the number of persons arrested 
has steadily decreased during the past 
few months.
